Profound satisfaction with tho 
result* of their visit to the So- 
vlot Union was expressed by 
Michael Foot, Ihe leader of tho 
British Labour Parly, and by 
Denis Healey, the Party's deputy 
leader, at a proas conference 
given in Moscow at the end of 
their three-day slay. 

The most Important question 
which wo discussed tn Moscow 
was ways to end lire arms race, 
Fool emphasized. Control of 
armaments, disarmament and tho 
development of detente aro 
problems which are also of pro- 
found concern to tho British 
Labour Parly. W« discussed them 
during our visit. Of primary Im- 
portance la to start talks on tho 
limitation of arniamonta In 
Europe. 

Our talks In Moscow, and par- 
‘ Ucularly our meeting with Pre- 
sident Leonid Brezhnev have 
shown (bat tha Soviet govern- 
ment Is sincere Id Ita wish to 
begin such negotiations, and in 
Us desire thal these negotiations 



should lean in positive results. 

Leonid Brezhnev has expressed 
willingness to reduce the number 
of medium-range missiles in the 
West of the Sovlol Union, if the 
United States adopts a sensible 
position, said Mr Foot. Tills, In 
our view, is a very Important 
contribution towards bolding 
such negotiations. 


II action Is taken on this pro- 
posal by Leonid Brezhnev, U 
would bo tha flrst major step 
to word ending the nuclear arms 
race. The Lahour Party would 
like Hits proposal to be given a 
positive response.

Spain in NATO: 

Queen lost for a pawn? 





Tha problem of whether or 
not Spain should enter NATO 
tbit arose a long time ago, but, 
It would appear, that H Is only 
now that Ihe Isiuo Is being Irani- 

(orred to a practical plane. 

Moscow proceeds from She be- 
lief that II Is up to the Spaniards 
themselves to deetdo whether 
Spain should Join thU alliance or 
not. This right la not questioned, 
nor does anyone make any at- 
tempt to encroach upon it. Rut, 
while one slate. In this case 
Spain, has Ihe sovereign right to 
lake a decision on its member- 
ship fn e military and political 
grouping, another Hate, Ihe So- 
viet Union, cannot but react to 
this action, proceeding from Its 
sovereign right to taka caro of 
tfs own security and the security 
ol Hi Mends and allies, After 
nil, what It means is that NATO 
Is being strengthened by the ad- 
dition ol another member to Its 
ranks. Lei us consider soma as- 
pects ol this problem. 

The establishment of NATO was 
me ftral slop loWartfi the ferma- 
*•» ol two opposing mllliary 
and political, groupings In Eu- 
rope, which made cooperation 
between Iho countries an this 
continent- difficult. Therefore,. the 
USJR and dse-oltar members of 


the Warsaw Treaty want fe see 
these groups. disbanded, or, at^ 
least, as a first step In this direc- 
tion, to have thafr military or- 
ganisations dissolved. The Span- 
ish entry Into the North Aliantie 
Treaty Organization would be a 
step In Hie opposite direction. 
What Is more, inis would furthar 
aggravate the already corn- 
plicifed International situation 
and hinder Easi-West dialogue. 

If Spain were to enter NATO, 
the present mllliary balance in 
Europe would be radically up- 
set. The NATO Headquarters, .for 
Instance, plan to demand about a 
million soldiers In case of emer- 
gency from Madrid, to be pul 
under NATO command. The ler- 
rllory ol this counfry, et present 
without American nuclear wea- 
pons, would thus be put at the 
disposal of NATO generals rather 
than the Spaniards themselves, 
wilh all the consequences that . 
follow. . , 

The Spanish enliy Info NATO 
would also create in essential- 
ly now situation not only In Eu- 
rope, but also In the adjoining 
arau ot the. Atlantic and tha 
Mediterranean. Spain hoi two 
military bases In Morocco— one 
In Ceuta, and Hie other at Mellf- 
I*. and It alio, hat sovereignty 


over the Canary Islands. This 
would considerably expand 
NATO’s sphere o( operations by 
giving It, with Spain's assistance, 
i foothold In Africa. 

To the countries In the Mid- 
dle East, particularly lo the Arab 
nations which supply Spain with 
oil end maintain traditionally 
friendly relations, with It, this 
would, In offset. Imply a radical 
change In Madrid’s political 
course. Representatives . of tho 
American Administration have 
declared more then once that 
"US .Interests" could compel

The 7th turbine is oelne as- 
sembled at Ilia Nizhnekamskaya 
hydropower station In Nabe- 
rezhnye Chelny. In the Tatar 
Autonoinom Republic. Earlier 
this year. !wo other turbines 
went luto operation, and before 
work on ilia slallon comes to 
a standstill, it will receive two 
more. Simultaneously, a bridge 
la being built above the station 
, dam. The bridge, across which 
will run both a railway and a 
motorway, will link the giant 
Kama trurk plant with the 
right bank of the Kama River. 

Preparations are under way 
Tor filling tiie station reservoir 
with water. Concrete "hooves” 
l.e., dams have proved reliable 
proteclion for the Talar oil 
fields from floods. Dozens of 
villoges have been moved to 
new loca lines. New hydropower 
engineering capacities are be- 
ing provided in Naberezhnye 
Chelny and Sarapul. It is esti- 
mated that work on the project 
should be completed by iho be- 
ginning of the 1984 navigation 
season, by that lime the reser- 
voir will have been filled lo 
the stipulated level and Ihe 
combined power derived from 
the turbines will be equal lo 
1, 248.000 kW 

UZBEKISTAN’S 
UNIFIED WATER 
SUPPLY SYSTEM 

A unified water supply sys- 
tem is being established In Uz- 
bekistan. Uzbekistan has enough 
iresh water: an average of 

over four hundred litres per 
capita a uay. But sources of 
water supply, chiefly lying un- 
derground, are available not 
everywhere. Therefore, it was 
decided to connect all sources 
of water supply by stages — 
first, Inter -district systems, then, 
regional. Interregional and final- 
ly, a republican one. 

Hie unified system will make 
it possible to provide a steady 
water supply for all tha dist- 
ricts oi the republic. Further- 
more, an efficient use of water 
supply facilities will help save 
water. Separate water supply 
systems will be provided In 
the following schemes; one 
water condutl will deliver fresh 
water while another, mineraliz- 
ed waler for Industrial uses. 
This will also help Bave water.

A divorce always results in a tense atmosphere at 
homo which Is Invariably lelt by everyone In the 
lamlly. Including the younger members. Whereas small 
children can be laid that their lathe i is going away /or 
a Jong Ume to some, tar off place, but that he will oc- 
casionally cotoe and see them — auch explanations . are 
inadequate lor their cider brothers and sisters who w III 
au " e ' deeply because ol the collapse ol their world 
which, up to then, ijad appeared stable. In many cases, 
a divorce is _ followed by a . change in children’s 1 
behaviour i they do worse at . school, and are cooler 
in their relationship with both parents. It is best to tell 
adolescents the w hole truth.

W* 
parents, the more he or . she will sutler they divorce. ■ 
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A look at an ancient map oi 
Moscow will show that the city 
was surrounded by a chain of 
old monasteries which served 
as fortresses to defend the cap- 
ital of the Russian state.

DETECTORS 

If a soluMon contains even 
one or Iwu thousand millionth 
of a psi cent of heavy meiel, 
this cun bd concentrated and 
brought down in a precipitate 
by chemical agents produced 
at the Institute for Non-Organlc 
Chemistry, atiached to the Lat- 
vian SSR Academy of Sciences. 

These agents can bind nearly 
forty chemical elements, includ- 
ing iron, lead, mercury, zinc 
and mollbdenum. This makes it 
possihle lo determine with great 
precision tbe amount of each 
of these substances in a mate- 
rial being analyzed. The Riga 
researchers have not only 
succeeded in substantially simp- 
lifying (be previously Adopted 
methods, they bave also inado 
Ihe analysis several times shor- 
ter. 

The agents are used in doses 
measured In terms of milli- 
grammes. They are particularly 
handy in Ihe monitoring of pol- 
lution and are already In use 
In the analysis of soil, water 
and snow. 

The new preparations have 
been introduced with success 
In practical procedures carried 
out at hydroblologlcnl stations, 
const laboratories and on board 
ships engaged In research work. 

MORE ACCURATE 
WEATHER 
FORECASTS 
PROMISED 

A laser beam exploring the 
invisible Aerosol clouds in the 
upper layers of the Atmosphere 
has helped physicists working 
at the Byelorussian State Uni- 
versity, in cooperation with 


meteorologists from the town of 
Obninsk, Centra] Russia, to pro- 
duce an effective method far 
long-term weather prediction. 

Accumulated amounts of aero- 
sol acting like a lens, mod try 
the solar radiation and have a 
long-term eft eel on the weather. 
By analyzing the behaviour of 
sitcb lenses the first movable 
laboratory of upper-layer sound- 
ing, equipped with reflected 
signal receivers, helped provide 
a precise forecast of weather 
conditions In Byelorussia during 
this year's harvest. 

Scientists believe tliat five or 
ten laser stations will bo suf- 
ficient to fully monitor the den- 
sity and movements of aerosol 
clouds aver Ihe whole of the 
USSR, and. as a result, a far 
greater degree of accuracy In 
long-term weather forecast Will 
bo ensured. 


MICROTRON SETS 
OFF FOR VIETNAM 

At the United Institute ot 
NiicIcot Research, in Dubna, 
near Moscow, construction work 
has Leon completed, under Die 
guidance of Academician Georgi 
Flerov, on mlcrotron, an acceie 
rater of neutrons designed and 
built [or the Democratic Rcpuh 
lie of Vietnam. Vietnamese 
scientists and engineers have 
taken part In tha work. In thc 
nenr future the mlcrotron will 
be shipped to Hanoi ami handed 
over to a team working at Uic 
Physics Institute. 

Academician Nikolai EJogolyu 
bov, director oi the United Insti- 
tute, says that the now inslru 
ment will enable Vietnamese 
physicists tu achieve a significant 
expansion in iho sphere ol phy 
ska] research lor uso in the 
economy. At present, 32 Viol 
ncmesu physicists and engineers 
are working at the Dubna-based 
institute together with Soviet 
scientists, and specialists from 
olher socialist countries alfillnted 
to the institute. 


Scientists discuss fusion power 


In Moscow, the Tenth Epro 
pean Conference has opened to 
discuss controlled thermonuclear 
fusion and the plasma physics, 
European scientists, who have 
bean joinea by their colleagues 
from the United States, Japan, 
Australia, India and other coun- 
tries, are to discuss the state ol 
modern research, lo analyze the 
different points of view on the 
solution of the problem. 

A considerable contribution 
to tbe development of thermo- 
nuclear research has been made 
by Soviet scientists and en- 


gineers who have found one of 
the most promising ways 
towards controlled fusion In 
their installations of the Toka- 
ruak type. 

This principle has been 
adopted by researchers from the 
United Stales, Japan, and a 
number ol European countries, 
whose specialists are making a 
confident progress towards the 
creation of tha so-called demon- 
stration reactors, which Is fheii 
first goal,
